BAGHDAD, Nov. 2 (Agencies) — Iraq 
said. Tuesday its forces had repulsed a new 
Iranian offensive at the border in the south- 
ern sector of the Gulf war front and said its 
planes were attacking Iranian troops still try- 
ing to cross the frontier. 

" Iraqwarplanes are completely con trolling 
the sky in the battle area, knocking out large 
numbers of Iranian tanks, vehicles, and artil- 
lery guns and other equipment, “a military 
spokesman, quoted by the official Iraqi News 
Agency, said 

He said the Iraqi Air-Force was also attack- 
ing Iranian positions and troop concentra- 
tions around Ein-e-Khosh, part of a large 
chunk of the oil-producing province of 
Kbuzestan which Iran recaptured in an offen- 
sive last March. 

The military spokesman, quoted by IN A, 
said Iraqi fighter- bombers provided air cover 
at dawn for ground troops to repulse an Ira- 
nian offensive accompanied by armored veh- 
icles and artillery directed at Iraq’s Missan 
province, 250 kilometers southeast of Bagh- 
dad. . 

Both Iran and Iraq concur that the fighting 
took place in Iranian territory near the town 
of Ein Khosh, and Tehran has not denied 
Iraqi claims of air superiority. The Iraqi 
spokesman was quoted as saying that Iraqi 
forces “ are giving ttie aggressors the lesson 
they deserve." 

Iran said Tuesday its froces had recaptured 
250 square kilometers of territory and won 
back four military outposts from Iraq. It said 
the drive began during a rainstorm late Mon- 
day night. 

Tehran Radio said artillery and aerial bat- 
tles were raging and Iranian troops were 


inflicting heavy losses on Iraqi forces only a 
few kilometers from the International bor- 
der. A communique said an Iranian fighter 
plane shot down an Iraqi plane Tuesday bet- 
ween Fakkeh and Delhoran in southern Ira- 
nian territory still occupied by Iraqi troops, 
an Iranian communque said. But Iraq 
reported none of its planes bad been hit. 

The operation code-named ‘Moharram' 
restored to Iranian control the Bayat oilfields 
with a daily output of 25,000 barrels and a 
road linking the Iranian border towns of 
Dehloran and Musian, the radio said. 

An Iranian military communique said the 
offensive had also brought the key 
Baghdad- Basra highway and several Iraqi 
border .towns and oilfields within range of 
Iranian artillery fire. 

Observers noted similarities between Ope- 
ration Moharram and the Iranian offensive 
last month in the region of Mandali, 1 20 
kilometers northeast of Baghdad. 

They said Iran did not appear interested in 
invading Iraq, but only in retaking its own 
territory and protecting its communications 
lines from Iraqi artillery bombardment. 

Tehran has concentrated large numbers of 
troops at key points along the common bor- 
der, apparently in an effort to tie down Iraqi 
forces. In addition to Mandali and Missan, 
Iranian military activity has ben noted 
around tbe town of Mehran, midway between 
the two points. 

None of tbe three battle fronts could lead to 
a full invasion into Iraq because the moun- 
tainous terrain would favor the defenders. 
Observers feel that a full-fledged Iranian 
invasion would have to come through the 
coastal plains around Basra. 


MADTNAH, Nov. 2 (SPA), — More than 
SRI 4.2 billion were spent on projects for the 
improvement and development of Madinah 
from 1961 until now. King Fahd said here 
Tuesday. He added that Madinah has a spe- 
cial place in the hearts of the leaders of Saudi 
Arabia. 

King Fabd said some of the projects have 
already been implemented, while others will 
be completed this year. 

He expressed Saudi Arabia's readiness to 
open branches of Madinah' s Islamic Univer- 
sity in the Islamic world to advocate Islam 
teach religious sciences and train Imams, and 
teachers throughout the Islamic countries. 

While here. King Fahd dedicated tbe new 
, Quran printing works which is designed to 
produce seven million copies a year of which 
two million will contain the meanings of tbe 
Quran in at least 15 languages in addition to 
100,000 cassettes. It cost SRI billion build 
and equip. 

The King concluded his Madinah tour 
Tuesday evening and flew to Jeddah. 

Earlier, addressing the teachers and stu- 
dents of Madinah University the King stres- 
sed that any such branch in any Islamic coun- 
try, will have no political objectives, nor will 
it foment troubles in the host country. He told 
the university s Saudi and foreign students 
that, no doubt, their studies have led them to 
understand that Islam is a moderate religion 
without priesthood. Islam is the religion of 
flexibility, love, reverence and serious and 
genuine- action. Islam never taugbt anybody 
to become lazy or a hermit. The King called 
upon the students to act as their countries’ 
emissaries in Saudi Arabia which they hon- 
ored with their presence and to preach Islam 
in its right context when they return to their

respective countries. 

King Fahd said he was pleased to notice 
that Islam is making headway, every day, 
every month and every year, by giant strides, 
in major countries like European countries, 
tbe United States, Japan, and even People's 
Republic of China and the Soviet Union. “I 
say so, because we bear now that they (the 
leaders of these countries) have changed 
their minds and opted for the respect of the 
Islamic faith and those who practice it. We 
hope that such tolerance will continue and 
that Muslims will be given full liberty to per- 
form tbeir rites in their correct perspectives,” 
the King pointed out. He then replied to the 


students' queries on the various topics relat- 
ing to the Arab and Islamic worlds. 

King Fahd said that the progress and 
development that have been achieved by the 
Kingdom since 1975 “are matchless” any- 
where else in the world and that every riyal 
has been invested with care and in the right 
place. He said he will soon publish a list of all 
the projects and their costs for the benefit of 
tbe people and their information. 

He [minted out, for example the astound- 
ing development in educational services in 
the Kingdom which now has seven univer- 
sities and thousands *of schools with an 
enrollment of 1,700,000 students. 
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WASHINGTON, Nov. 2 (Agencies) — 
The traditional low turnout was noted at the 
polls Tuesday when voting began in the U.S. 
mid-term elections. 

President Ronald Reagan and his aides are 
*- - hoping tin* year's election will continue the 
tradition because a low turnout is usually a 
good sign for the party in power. 

Polling stations opened In some eastern 
states 1 1 00 GMT. Millions cast their ballots 
from Florida to Alaska in the election widely 
viewed as a referendum on Reagan’ ss con- 
troversial economic policies and a test of 
public faith in his ability to end high unemp- 
loyment and recession. 

A dear vexdict may not emerge until late 
Tuesday night or Wednesday . after polls have 
dosed (0400 GMT Wednesday) in California 
and other Western states. 

Reagan's Republican Party strategists and 
tbe opposition Democrats predicted that the 
Republicans would lose strength in the 
House of Representatives, could lose some- 
ground in the Senate and would suffer serious 
setbacks in the state governors' elections. 
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The main question was whether tbe 
Republicans could minimise their losses and 
preserve a working coalition with conserva- 
tive Democrats that has enabled Reagan to 
win approval of his major budget-cutting. 
. defense, and tax programs. 

Political experts on both sides believe the 
working coalition in the House of Represen- 
tatives is likely to be reduced to a very narrow 
margin, at the least. All 435 House seats, 
inducting two to be dedded by special elec- 
tion on Nov. 30, are at stake this year. 

The Democrats hold a nominal majority of 
241 to 192 with two vacancies, but Reagan 
has poshed through nearly afl of his impor- 
tant economic programs with support from a 
small bloc of conservative Democrats. 

Officials in both parties are predicting 
Democratic gains of 1 8 to 25 new members, 
most or all of them liberals. The lower figure 
might enable Reagan to win dose votes while 
the higher one might wreck his coalition. 

With support of both houses needed to 
pass legislation, he could be forced to com- 
promise on planned cuts in domestic spend- 
ing. increases in defense outlays, reform of 
the nearly bankrupt social security pension 
system and a possible congressional resolu- 
tion urging a U.S. -Soviet nuclear freeze. 

In the Senate, now controlled by Republi- 
cans 54-45 with one independent, the out- 
look is less dear but also holds prospects of 
danger for tbe Republicans. 

Thirty-three of the 1 00 Senate are at stake 
— J 3 of them Republican. Most Democratic 
officials predicted gains of up to three seats, 
not quite enough to erase the Republican 
majority. 

The Republicans’ prediction of their show- 
ing varied from a loss of two to a gain of the 
same number if there is no big economic 
backlash vote against them. 

Economic issues, especially the jobless rale 
of 1 0.1 percent, the highest in 41 years, have 
been the predominant concern of politicians 
and voters nearly everywhere. 

Reagan took personal charge of Republi- 
can efforts to bead off a voter revolt on the 
marter, putting his personal prestige on the 
line in campaign appearances and televised 
speeches. 

Honor poll result, 
Spaniards urged 

MADRID, Nov. 2 (R) — Pope John Paul 
told Spaniards Tuesday to respect the out- 
come of last week’s general elections in which 
tbe Socialists were put in power for the first 
time since before the 1 936-39 civil war. 

Speaking on the third day of a 10-day visit 
to Spain, foe Pope made the appeal m the 
royal palace in foe presence of King Juan 
Cdrlos and foe country’s political and military 
chiefs after shaking hands with Prime 
Minister-elect Felipe Gonzalez. 

“In this courtesy visit, I would like to 
express my greetings and respect to the 
legitimate representatives of- foe Spanish 
people whom they have elected with tbeir 
mandates to govern their destinies,” Pope 
John Paul said. 

Praisingthe efforts of Spaniards in building 
democracy since the end of General Franco's 
right-wing dictatorship in 1975. the Pope 
referred to foe ‘‘plurality of legitimate 
options” and respect that must be paid to 
them. 

His speech was seen as a clear warning to 
right-wing forces in Spain, which tradition- 
ally act in the name of religionthai the church 
would not support any attempt to overthrow 
foe country's young democracy. 


to get pullout 
talks started 

* TEL AVIV, Nov. 2 (AP) — Disagree- 
ments over the venue and the level of negoti- 
ations were bolding up tbe start of talks bet- 
ween Israel and Lebanon on the evacuation 
of foreign forces from Lebanon: Israeli offi- 
cials said Tuesday. 

U.S. special, envoy Moms Draper, after 
meeting Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir, 
said he was “ malting progress in overcoming 
the obstacles'* in opening official talks. 
Draper has been in the Middle East for a 
week trying to help untangle tbe Syrian, 
Palestinian and Israeli forces occupying 
Lebanon, but his mission has bogged down in 
bow to negotiate tbe withdrawal. 

A senior official said Lebanon has agreed 
to direct talks with Israel on a pullback of the 
forces which invaded last June to drive the 
Palestine Liberation Organization away from 
Israels northern border. 

The officials said that talks would be con- 
ducted by teams of army officers and gov- 
ernment officials, but there was no agree - 
meat on the level of ■ participation. Israel 
wanted a high-level delegation, the officials 
said, while Lebanon apparently wanted the 
negotiations to have a lower profile. 

The Israelis believe the outcome could be a 
factor in determining the kind of relations 
they wiH have later with Lebanon. 

Neither Draper nor the Israeli officials 
would elaborate on the U.S. diploma? s claim 
of progress. “ We have not yet reached the 
stage when we can start negotiations. There 
are still difficulties,” said foe Israeli official. 

Draper was returning to Beirut later this 
week with what foe official said were" Israel s 
proposals and ideas on the conduct of the 
negotiations.” Tbe officials said Israel 
expected the Lebanese to conduct parallel 
talks with Syria and the PLO for withdrawing 
their forces. 

The Israeli government has proposed that 
tbe PLO leave first, followed by a simultane- 
ous pullout of tbe Israeli and Syrian armies. 

Sadat 9 s brother 
pleads innocence 

CAIRO. Nov. 2 (AFP) — Esmat Sadat, 
foe brother of the late Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat who is currently in prison 
charged with “illegal activities”, has rejected 
the charges against him in a newspaper article 
published here Tuesday. 

In foe weekly opposition newspaper Al 
Shaab, Sadat denied he owned buildings, 
land, a fleet of trucks and several apartments. 
Sadat’s personal holdings, considered to be 
among the largest in Egypt, were seized by 
the state two weeks ago. 

The brother of foe late president said that 
his fortune did not exceed 1 50.000 Egyptian 
pounds and that he had earned it by perfectly 
legal means. 

Asked about the former president’s deci- 
sion to bar his access to the Egyptian ports, 
Sadat said his brother “was afraid of the 
Mafia” which controls tbe Alexandria port, 
and had to yield to a Mafia request to prevent 
him entering the port 
In another development, the state pro- 
secutor reversed a decisfon to seize the prop- 
erty of Munira Muhammad Ibrahim, one of 
Sadat’s four wives after an investigation 
showed that she divorced her husband in 
1 957 and remarried in 1 970. Since when she 
cut all links with Sadat 


BEIRUT. Nov. 2 (AP) — Lebanese Presi- 
dent Amin Gemayel returned home early 
Tuesday with a pledge from King Hassan II to 
contribute 2,000 Moroccan troops to Leba- 
non's multinational peacekeeping force, 
Lebanon’s state and privately owned radio 
stations reported. 

The announcement coincided with U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan's order to U.S. 
Marines guarding Beirut’s international air- 
port to conduct “limited” mobile patrols in 
foe Christian-populated half of the Lebanese 
capital. ^ 

Reagan's decision to expand the Marines' 
role was seen by Lebanese radio stations as a 
prelude to the deployment of the Lebanese 
Army in Beirut's Christian sector and a poss- 
ible disarming of rightist militias. 

The 4,000-strong international force, 
which also includes French and Italian parat- 
roopers, had helped tbe Lebanese Array to 
deploy in Muslim-populated West Beirut last 
month and disarm leftist private armies for- 
merly allied with the Palestine Liberation 


Organization. 

A U.S. Embassy spokdkman here said the 
decision was taken in response to a Lebanese 
government request and “with the agreement 
of all parties." But foe spokesman said she 
could not say whether foe rightist Christian 
Phalange Party had specifically agreed to the 
Marines’ presence in East Beirut. The 
Phalange Patty militia, called “the Lebanese 
forces," has been in control of East Beirut 
and foe Christian-populated mountains and 
coasts north of the capital since the 1975-76 
civil war against tfie PLO and their 
Lebanese -allies. 

Since then, Lebanese forces militiamen 
have acted as a state-within-a-state in East 
Beirut and foe Christian hintexiand. They 
manned security checkpoints, ran harbors 
and collected taxes. The central government 
had no influence in any Phalangist area. 

There was no immediate indication when 
foe Marines, French and Italians would begin

JEDDAH, Nov. 2 — Most of the interest- 
ing historical and archaeological sights of 
Egypt are featured in a new group of combi- 
nation land and water tour packages intro- 
duced by Sheraton Hotels especially for 
expatriates Irving in Saudi Arabia and the 
Gulf area.

Wazzan seeks power 
to rule by decree 


BEIRUT. Nov. 2 (AP) — Prime Minister 
Shafiq Wazzan on Tuesday requested parfi- 
. ament to grant his government exceptional 
powers to rate by decree and speed up plans 
to introduce radical Reforms that have been 
held up eight years of civil strife. 

In Lebanon's central mountains, two per- 
sons were reported killed and eight others 
wounded in heavy fighting between Christian 
right-wing militiamen and rival Druzc lef- 
tists. according to Lebanese state radio. 

_ It was the second serious flare-up of fac- 
tional hostilities in the Druzc-populated 
Chouf mountain district in the past month, 
threatening to rekindle the sectarian rivalries 
that sparked the 1^75-76 civil war. 

The fighting in the villages of Brih and 
BaakJin. 20 kilometers southeast of Beirut, 
has delayed plans to deploy the Lebanese 
Army in East Beirut, which is still controlled 
by the rightist Christian "Lebanese Forces" 
militia. 

Meanwhile. American Marines in Beirut 
announced they would begin patrolling East 
Beirut on Wednesday following Monday’s 
announcement by U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan that the 1.200 Marines in Lebanon 
would widen their area of deployment from 
the Beirut International Airport area where 


they are currently stationed. 

Lt. Col. Jon Abel, a spokesman for the 
U.S. Marine Force, said the mission in East 
Beirut would consist of mobile patrols in 
jeeps with no time limit set for the assign- 
ment. The move was interpreted by the 
Lebanese press as a prehide to the deploy- 
ment of the Lebanese Army in the Christian 
areas, where Christian .militiamen have 
formed a state within a state for the past 
seven years. 

Muslim leaders have recently complained 
that the Lebanese Army, while asserting its 
control in West Beirut had not been ordered 
to impose similar measures in East Beirut by 
Presidem Amin Gemaycl. 

YVazzan's request for legislative powers for 
bis 1 0-man cabinet of technocrats was made 
in a policy statement to the 92-member 
chamber of deputies. He said he would use 
the exceptional powers to reform the nation's 
civil service and its citizenship and parliamen- 
tary election laws. 

"These powers will enable the council of 
ministers, among other things, to revise taxa- 
tion laws, increase the treasury's resources 
and launch a oat ionwide reconstruction cam- 
paign designed to rebuild Lebanon from the 
ashes of civil warfare." Wazzan said. 


Freij backs PLO- Jordan federation 


AMMAN, Nov. 2 (R) — A Jordanian- 
Paiestinian confederation would be the best 
way to free territories from Israeli occupa- 
tion, Bethlehem Mayor Elias Freij, now on a 
visit to Amman, was quoted as saying. Beth- 
lehem is on the occupied West Bank. 

Freij called on Jordan and the Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO) to seize 
peace initiatives that would lead to the libera- 
tion of occupied territories. 

The official Jordanian news agency Petra 


quoted him Monday night as saying Palesti- 
nians in the West Bank and Gaza Strip were 
looking forward to more cooperation bet- 
ween Jordan and the PLO. 

PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat said last 
week he was ready to accept a federation 
between a future Palestinian state and Jor- 
dan. PLO officials stressed that there was 
room for a federation, but a Palestinian state 
should first be established on a recovered 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 


Zia begins 4-day visit to Indonesia 


JAKARTA. Nov. 2 (AFP) — President 
Zia-ul Haq of Pakistan arrived here Tuesday 
for a four-day state visit to Indonesia. Zia was 
giver a rousing welcome at Halim Interna- 
tional Airport where he was greeted by Pres- 
ident Suharto, cabinet ministers and foreign 
diplomats in a grand military ceremony. 

Official talks between the two leaders are 


scheduled to lake place Wednesday while 
cabinet ministers of both countries will bold 
separate meetings to discuss bilateral and 
international issues. 

Several Indonesian newspapers Tuesday 
hailed Zia's visit with editorials praising his 
leadership and calling for closer relations 
between the two countries.

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BALFOUR DECLARATION 

In 1917 the then British Foreign Minister Arthur 
Balfour not only supported the idea of a Jewish state but 
promised it in writing, not somewhere in Britain, but 
somewhere in Palestine. 

At the time, Palestine was a British mandated territ- 
ory having seized it following the collapse of the Otto- 
man Empire which included Muslim Palestine. The 
number of Jews in the country did not amount then to 
two percent of the population. 

The Arabs were not only divided then as they are now 
but many of their countries were also under either Brit- 
ish, French or Italian colonialism. So they could do 
nothing but demonstrate against the Balfour Declara- 
tion, one of the most cruel decisions ever taken in mod- 
ern times. Indeed, its consequences, including the latest 
massacre of Palestinians in Beirut, make it one of the 
most heinous crimes in history. 

These consequences now include the occupation of 
the entire territory that was known as Palestine, the 
occupation of much of Lebanon, the Golan Heights in 
Syria, the neutralization of Egypt and military superior- 
ity over the whole region. 

Sensing the declining power of Britain and the 
emergence of the United States as the new wave, the 
Jews shifted the bulk of their influence and dependence 
on to the Americans and still do until this day. 

While Britain aided, abetted and helped create a hos- 
tile Jewish entity in the Arab heartland, the U.S. has 
been principally responsible for Israel's arrogant abuse 
of power in the Middle East, the invasion and occupa- 
tion of territories in the Arab countries, the attempt to 
liquidate the Palestinian people en masse, the destruc- 
tion of the Palestinian entity inside the old Palestine and 
the encroachment of its colonies right into the remaining 
Arab part of the country now called the West Bank and 
Gaza. 

Just as the Arabs have not forgotten or forgiven the 
Balfour Declaration, they should remember with ever- 
increasing bitterness the devastation of their lands by 
American support for Israel.

Afghan fighters more determined to resist Soviet occupation

In occupying A fghanistan, the Soviet rulers 
finally achieved the expansionist aims of their Czar- 
ist predecessors. For ail practical purposes, the 
Soviets are now flanking Pakistan and Iran and are 
temptingly close to the warm waters of the Indian 
Ocean and the Arabian Gulf that they have tradi- 
tionally coveted. The most imperial of the Czars 
would be proud at the huge empire that the Kremlin 
has built — and that, too, at a time when other 
colonial empires have crumbled, including the Brit- 
ish Empire with which the Soviets used to compete 
for expansion in Asia. 

There are some dark clouds for the Soviets how- 
ever. Three years after they invaded Afghanistan. 
Soviet troops still control only the major cities and 
arteries, despite their ma ssive use of tanks, artillery, 
jet fighters and helicopter gunships against lightly 
armed freedom fighters. The countryside and the 
population remain with the freedom fighters. 
Nevertheless, the Soviets show no signs of with- 
drawing. Indications are that they are geared, as 
they were in Central Asia, for a long fight that will 
ultimately reduce Afghanistan to becoming just 
another state of the Soviet Union. 


That won't be done easily, however. The Afghans 
seem to be quite determined to fight on for as long 
as they can. And a challenging new book suggests 
that time is not necessarily on the Soviet colonial 
power’s side. 

The book, Moscow ’s Muslim Challenge, by 
Michael Rywkin is about Soviet Central Asia. It is 
published by M.E. Sharpe Inc. (New York and 
London) and though having only 1 86 pages, it is an 
impressive study. Rywkin attended the Uzbek State 
University for one year and lived in Central Asia for 
severaLyears. His-book: shows. that he: knows his.. 
subject well. 1 '>» 

The book’s central thesis is a startling-one. It is 
that atthe rate the Muslims of the Soviet Union are 
multiplying, Soviet Central Asia will become the 
Kremlin’s (number one internal preoccupation by 
die last decade of our century. ” 

Other scholars have asserted also that the faster 
birth rate of the Muslims, in relation to the Soviets, 
will present a problem for the Soviets. But they 
have diluted their assessment by agreeing that the 
Muslims of Central Asia, under decades of Russian 
rule, have become so different from their fellow 
religionists elsewhere and so Russianized that they 
identify more with their colonial masters than with 
their co-religionists. 


The author agrees with this assessment, to a 
strictly limited degree. What he asserts, basing his 
arguments on a deep study of the area, is that the 
Soviets have not had much success in severing the 
Muslim^ links with their heritage, or in assimilating 
them through mixed marriages, the imposition of 
the Russian language and culture, by having Soviets 
settle in Muslim areas, and by reducing foe Mus- 
lims’ contacts with their co-religionists elsewhere. 

The book traces foe conquests of Central Asia by 
,Czar Ivan the terrible in foe 16fo century and later 
efforts by his successors , to extend the -Soviets' 
empire into one Muslim stronghold after another — 
Bukhara, Khiva and Samarkand. Interestingly, it 
notes that only foe Congress of Berlin was able to 
halt direct Soviet military intervention in Afghanis- 
tan in the latest century. 

It was only in 1 933 that foe Soviets were able to 
crush the Muslims of Central Asia. Ironically, foe 
book notes that it is the descendants of refugees 
from the Soviet military campaign, who took shelter 
in Afghanistan in foe 1920s. who are “now in the 
forefront of the battle against the Russian troops 
'pacifying' Afghanistan.*’ 

The author concedes that Central Asia, in purely 


Eastern Mindanao may spell trouble for Marcos

MANILA - 

Eastern Mindanao in volatile Southern Phflip- 
pines faces an ominous future arising from a combi- 
nation of factors, notably a deteriorating regional 
economy, government neglect and, to a certain 
extent, military abuses. This potent combination 
may well spell trouble — big trouble — for the 
Marcos regime. It comes at a lime when significant 
advances have already been made toward settling 
the Muslim independence issue. 

Also, waiting on the wings is the subversive New 
People's Army (NPA) which is capitalizing on 
widespread discontent to gain more adherents and 
sympathizers. For the moment, the NPA, the milit- 
ary arm of foe Communist Party of the Philippines, 
seems to have opted for a low profile, but its pres- 
ence is nevertheless menacing. 

This emerges from a highly confidential report of 
a U.S. Embassy official which was made available to 
Depthnews. The report was written by G.H. Shein- 
baum, American consul based In Cebu City in tbe 
south. Dated April 12, 1982, the 2 1 -page report 
contains Sheinbaum's assessment of the situation 
following extensive visits to all but two of the pro- 
vinces of Eastern and Northern Mindanao. The 
report is grim and foreboding. ”... Whatever is good 
there may only be temporary and whatever is bad 
may* only get worse," Sheinbaum says. “This may 
sound like a worst-case scenario but present cir- 
cumstances are not encouraging and the future is 
ominous" 

He adds: *'A change could come about with a 
stunning recovery in the economy (especially in 
coconut oil prices), continued quietude in the 
GOPs (government of the Philippines) relations 
with the Muslim population and a more effective 
local government.” 

However, Sheinbaum says, Mindanao residents 
are not optimistic for either the short or long term. 
Even the apparent truce that exists with the Mora 
National Liberation Front (MNLF), while 
encouraging in itself, is not expected to last long: 
some believe that when the government, because of 
budgetary constraints, begins to reduce sharply its 
aid to Muslim freedom fighters, the MNLF may 
take up arms again. 

Overall, the report is persistently pessimistic but 
a few bright spots appear every now and then. One 
of these is the considerable progress that the gov- 
ernment has apparently achieved in defusing the 
explosive MNLF problem. 

Unfortunately, whatever progress may have been 
made is now being eroded by a rapidly deteriorating 
regional economy over which the government has 
no control. And the reason is simple. A sharp down- 
turn in tbe domestic copra market which started in 
1 980, has brought untold sufferings and hardship to 
the people in the region. 


Copra is tbe major source of livelihood for 
three-fourths of the population of Northern and 
Eastern Mindanao. The slump in tbe world price of 
coconut oO and the resultant slowdown in copra 
baying in tbe country bad a depressive effect in tbe 
area, Sheinbaum says. For instance, be cites 
numerous reports of a sharp reversal in the fight 
against malnutrition. Some families are down to. 
two meals a day. some only one. 

Not only that. Other industries like banana and 
timber, which prop -up the region's economy, are 
also in deep trouble. Tbe disastrous slump is affect- 
ing all sectors. As Sheinbaum puts it, "Throughout 
the area, retail sales are down 20 percent from a 
year ago ... Some smaller outlets have gone out of 
business, as have a few small manufacturers. 

‘'Bankers report that 30-40 percent of all loans 
are delinquent, and they all acknowledge that they 
are taking very cautious attitudes toward new loan 
applications, even toward previous reliable bor- 
rowers. School enrollments dropped by an esti- 
mated 5-10 percent because families cannot afford 
even the modest supplies required or adequate 
clothes for their children.” 

Aggravating the situation is “spotty” regional 
development planning, abetted by lack of leader- 
ship. Mincing no words, Sheinbaum points out that 
tbe government "appears to use most of its funds in 
agriculture for supporting large community attrac- 
tive. projects such as oil palm and mining.'’ Not- 
much is left to meet tbe basic needs of the common' 
man. 

And this is causing widespread discontent among 
tbe residents, particularly the rural folks. Although 
in an earlier generation, villagers would have 
wanted to be left alone, critical needs and aspira- 
tions (added by media, mainly radio) appear to 
have them more involved. They know that assis- 
tance is available somewhere and they are not get- 
ting tbeir fair share. 

Surprisingly, says Sheinbaum, reported cases of 
military abuses in the region appear to have waned. 
“We believe that far fewer abuses occur now in 
areas where tensions are lower," he reports. "Two 
or three years ago, widespread abuses were 
reported everywhere." 

The main reason for the decrease is the seemingly 
determined attempt of senior military officers in the 
area to weed their units of the notorious and unde- 
sirable. Today, subordinate officers are apparently 
aware that promotions could be jeopardized if 
excessive abuses are committed by their units. Still, 
military abuses — even corruption among senior 
officers — have not been sufficiently eradicated as 
to put the military in a more favorable light. 
According to Sheinbaum, constabulary (national 
police) units are consistently cited as the most abu- 
sive. The. army aod marine units stationed in tbe 
region enjoy better reputations. 

Perhaps the most worrisome aspect of the Shein- 


baum report is tbe steady inroads that the New 
People’s Army has made in the region. In particu- 
lar, government inattention “has bred discontent, 
heightened by a declining economy. It is probably 
the single most important factor in the expansion of 
tbe NPA during the. past year or two." 

Although the NPA seems to have opted for a low 
-profile, specially in areas where there is a strong 
military concentration, H nevertheless has made its 
presence and influence felt. For instance, She in- ‘ 
baum reports that. in some areas be had visited, “it 
appears that tbe NPA has instituted a low level of 
deliberate terrorism, particularly executions of 
erring officials or civilians.” 

As tbe report stresses, NPA propaganda and 
recruitment throughout Northern and Eastern 
Mindanao are following a pattern: slow but steady. 
Such has been the success in recruitment that the 
NPA has grown 30-50 percent for the past two 
years. It is generally agreed that most of these 
increases have occurred In the more remote areas. 
However, NPA recruiters are reported to be slowly 
moving into towns and cities. A case in point is 
Cagayan de Oro City in Misamis Oriental. There 
have been persistent reports of the NPA recruiters 
in high schools and colleges in chat city. 

The report notes: Military officers and civilians 
appear to agree that most NPA members cannot be 
called Marxists because they are not taught Marx- 
ism. Instead, senior NPA leaders — who are said to 
be Marxists and well-educated have practised a pol- 
icy of opportunism, stressing the poor performance 
and indifference of government. 


Sheinbaum insists that a military solution is u 
the answer to the NPA problem in the same manfl 
that it dismally failed to end the Muslim issue.* 1 V 
are not convinced that should the military reduce i 
forces in (NPA-infested) areas, the people and tb* 
local leaders will now become so committed to tl 
government's cause that they will resist a return 
NPA influence.” 

In this light, the only solution is a determine 
effort by the government to remove the cause 
widespread discontent, thus depriving the NPA a) 
the MNLF of a potent propaganda weapon.

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America holds clear advantage 
over Soviet Union in £ food race’

WASHINGTON (Depthnews) — In the 
arms race, the two superpowers — the United 
Slums and Russia — now appear roughly 
equal. They possess more than enough nuc- 
lear bombs, for instance, to destroy not only 
each other but the world as well many times 
over. 

But in the "food race.” it’s an entirely dif- 
ferent ballgame. The U.S. holds a clear 
advantage to such an extent that Russia can 
be considered a "weakling." In fact, ircan be 
said that the U.S. is helping feed the Soviet 
Union. As proof, two 20,0U0-tOD freighters 
lauded with grain leave the U.S. dally for the 
Soviet Union. That shows how much Russia 
has become dependent on the U.S. for its 
rising grain imports due to falling farm pro- 
duction. 

The reduced output, in turn, indicates a 
serious deterioration in Soviet agriculture. 
And this is not confined to production of 
grainsslonc. " It permeates the entire agricul- 
tural sector, affecting crop and livestock pro- 
ducts alike," says Lester Brown in a newly 
released study. 

Brow n, president of World watch Institute, 
a Washington- based research organization, 
adds: ” Soviet agriculture is in trouble — deep 
trouble. This year, the Soviet Union will 
attempt to import 46 million tons of grajn, 
more than an* country in history.*' 

As a result, one-fourth of all the grain for 
Soviet human and livestock consumption will 
conic from abroad. Over half of the imported 
grain w ill come from the U.S. "The long line 
of ships that now connects American farms 
with the dining tables of the Soviet Union 
constitutes a new economic tie between the 


two countries,” Brown says. 

And in his reckoning, continued Russian 
dependence on the U.S. for food imports 
appears inevitable. He predicts even larger 
Soviet food deficits because of defects in the 
economic system itself. This seems a hard pill 
to Swallow for a country which used to be 
Europe's principal source of wheat. As 
recently as the late 3 Us, the Soviet Union and 
Eastern Europe exported five million tons of 
grain yearly. 

After World War II, Russia again pro- 
duced modest surpluses. But starting In 1 963, 
Moscow turned to the outside world for 
grain, becoming an intermittent importer. 
Since 1 972. it has become a regular importer, 
buying nearly twice as that of Japan which 
ranks second. 

"The Soviet economy is a planned 
economy but their imports were not plan- 
ned," Brown observes. "Soviet food produc- 
tion shortfalls are rooted in the economic 
system itself. There is an inherent conflict 
between a centrally planned, controlled 
agriculture and a modern, highly productive 
agriculture." 

For the fact is, output of virtually all major 
farm products — grains, meat and vegetables 
— has peaked and begun to decline in recent 
years. For most commodities, the production 
peak came about 1978. 

Overall, the 1982 Soviet grain harvest, 
estimated at 170 million tons, is down 26 
percent from the peak production of 229 mil- 
lion tons in 1 978. Meat production, bolstered 
by imported feedstuff's, has fallen only 6 per- 
cent from the high of 15.5 million tons in 
1978.

Thrilling train journey 
; from Peking to Moscow

MOSCOW (R) — The Great Wall of 
China, the Gobi Desert and the endless fore- 
sts of Siberia flash by your window on one of 
the world’s longest train rides — the 
Peking- Moscow Express. 

The train leaves Peking station every 
Wednesday at 7.40 a.m.. arriving in Moscow 
five -and -u- half days later after crossing 
northern China. Mongolia and three- 
quarters of the breadth of the Soviet Union. 
The 7.S65-km ride is one of the world’s great 
travel bargains, costing only 440 yuan ($230) 
per person for a first-class compartment for 
r.\.» persons who can blissfully relax and 
enjoy some of the world's most magnificent 
scenery. 

Shortly after leaving Peking the train cros- 
-es the Great Wall, a thrilling sight as it 
snakes its way across bare mountains which 
were the last barrier before Manchu Horse- 
men from Central Asia invaded China over 
three centuries ago. Passengers spend 24 
hours of the tourney in Mongolia, one of the 
world's most inaccessible countries which 
consists largely of desert populated by 
nomadic herdsmen whose way of life has 
changed little in centuries. 

Horvemcn ride around the vast, treeless 
grasslands lending their livestock, while in 
the distance. Soviet-built MiG fighters can be 
seen landing and taking off — a vivid remin- 
der .-.f Moscow’s powerful presence in this 
buffer state between China and the Soviet 
L’ni*n. 

Slogans in Russian along the track hail the 
dec p friendship between the Mongolian and 
Soviet peoples, hut a Japanese diplomat on 
the train who is based in Ulan Bator told a 
different story. "Mongolians tend to assume 
al! foreigners are Russians, whom they 
io.-. the. but as soon as they find out you're 
l.ipancsc or Western they arc extremely 
friendly." he said. 

The Soviet Union makes little effort to be 
subtle about its presence in Mongolia. Large 
portrait*- ,»f Soviet President Leonid Brezh- 
nev and Mongolian leader Yumzhagin Tse- 
-Jcnbal arc porminently displayed on Ulan 
Bator station, where the train stops for 30 
minutes. In a waiting room, about 5U raw 
Soviet conscripts sat huddled, sleeping on 
each other's shoulders and looking as it they 
AL-rc longing to leave this bleak, hostile coun- 
ts . 

The train includes two first-class carriages. 
f .uc of which is East German-built and 

uipped with Chinese carpels and superb 
mali»«gjn> and brass fittings rather like the 
tabled Orient Express in its heyday. Each 
fir>t-cl.iss compartment seats two persons 
,:nd is fitted with hunk beds and a vacuum 
flask which the attendants regularly refill 
.urh hniling water for makng tea or coffee. 
Bui u word of warning: although the atten- 
dants sci! small packets of tea leaves they do 
slack instant coffee, so bring your own. 

r ath pair of first-class passenger* shares a 
small washroom with those in the neighbor- 
ing compartment. The sink in the washroom 
includes a small shower attachment which 


dribbles a modest amount of hot water, mak- 
ing it possible for the determined passenger 
to wash his or her hair on the train. 

Second-class compartments are almost as 
comfortable, but seat four persons and the 
washroom is at the end of the carriage. The 
train is staffed by Chinese attendants all the 
way to Moscow. 

The dining car on the train changes in each 
country, and while the food served in the 
Chinese car is fairly good, there was little 
choice apart from greasy beef stroganoff and 
cabbage soup in Che Mongolian and Soviet 
restaurant cars. 

One of the most dramatic events on the 
journey as far as railway buffs are concerned 
is the -change oT wheels at the. Sino- 
Mongolian border. -where the gauge changes 
from 1 .435 meters to 1 .524 meters. 

After Ulan Bator in Central Mongolia, the 
scenery gradually became hillier and by the 
time the' train reached Lake Baikal, endless 
vistas of pine trees and birch forests could be 
seen, continuing virtually all the way to Mos- 
cow. 

The train stops every few hours for a few 
minutes, enabling passengers to scramble for 
food such as delicious fresh Russian bread, 
cakes and sometimes smoked fish or saus- 
ages. 

The day before uc reached Moscow', just 
past Sverdlovsk, the train crossed from Asia 
into Europe. Cheers rang out as we passed a 
small, white monument marking the border 
between the two continents. A day later, 
through the sleet, a slogan proclaimed: "Pink 
Floyd. Led Zepplein.” We had arrived in 
Moscow, where the young are still full of 
enthusiasm for Western pop groups. 


staple, potatoes, is also going down. The 
.1982 harvest of 82 million tons, though up

For long, Russian officials tended to blame 
the weather for the deteriorating production. 

He says that Russia 
has now moved beyond the good yeas’ bad 
year oscillation of the late 60s and early 70s 
when it imported grain only after poor har- 
vests. 

Now, the country must import massive 
quantities of grain continuously. According 
to Brown. The fourth consecutive massive 
crop short fafi of 1982 signals a broad-based 
deterioration of Soviet agriculture that will 
create food shortages well into the future. 

He observes that no less than a massive 
overhaul of the system would arrest the rapid 
deterioration in agriculture. “It is the faulty 
design of the system itself," he says. "It does 
not work effectively and cannot be expected 
to. Fixing the ills of Soviet agriculture without 
reforming the system will be like treating the 
symptoms of an illness rather than the cause. 
In agriculture, as in medicine, the risk in such 
an approach is that the patient's condition 
may worsen." 

The shortcomings in Soviet agriculture are 
in striking contrast to the success in American 
agriculture ” adds Brown. For U.S. farmers, 
1981 was a landmark year. Not only did they 
harvest a record grain crop but for the first 
time, they doubled the output of their Soviet 
counterparts — 331 million tons of grain to 
• 165 million tons — despite a much smaller 
cropland area. “In addition to being the 
world's breadbasket, surging U.S. production 
of corn and soybeans for livestock feed has 
made the U.S. the world’s feedbag as well,” 

. he says. 

The centralized Soviet agricultural system 
relying on five-year plans contrasts sharply 
with the flexible, sophisticated American 
agricultural system built around the farmer. 
Brown notes. Modern agriculture requires a 
range of off-farm physical inputs and support 
services and the authority to make daily on- . 
the- spot decisions. Individual farmers and 
farm suppliers making these decisions in 
response to market signals and changing 
weather and crop conditions have a collective 
intelligence far exceeding that of a central- 
ized bureaucracy. 

Centralized planning and control handicap 
Soviet farm management in many ways, he 
observes. Having access to the right pesticide 
at the right time, for example, is often the key 
to controlling insects, diseases and weeds. 
But the Soviet chemical industry in 1981 
produced only 60 of the 144 necessary plant 
protection compounds. 

More important, the evolution of insect 
resistance shows little respect for the time 
lags of five-year plans. Without an agricul- 
tural chemical industry continuously altering 
its products to meet changing needs, Soviet 
farmers are frequently helpless in fighting an 
insect infestation or a disease outbreak. 
Soviet farm equipment and fertilizer indus- 
tries are plagued with similar shortcomings. 

The Soviet leadership has begun to ack- 
nowledge their agricultural problems and call 
foT reform. But Brown believes the new food 
program proposed by Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev in May 1 982 will create still 
more bureaucratic layers and channels. 

Brown also believes the deterioration of 
Soviet agriculture presents a timely oppor- 
tunity to lessen tensions between Washington 
and Moscow.

Experts to study ancient shipbuilding 
by making life- size replica of wreck

ATHENS (R) — American and Greek 
archaeologists have embarked r>n an 
ambitious project to build a life-size, sea- 
going replica of a 2300-year-old Greek ship 
sunk by pirates off northern Cyrpus. 

Professor Michael Katzev. a U.S. 
archaeologist who was with the diving team 
that discovered the largely intact "Kyrenia 
wreck” on the seabed in 1 967. outlined at a 
press conference Monday plans to build an 
identical ship. He said the replica would 
help researchers test the maneuverability 
and speed of such ships in the notoriously 
changeable waters of the Eastern Mediter- 
ranean. 

The professor Katzev. who spent 1 5 years 
analyzing the mine of information on 
ancient shipping the find produced, is work- 
ing with Harry Tzalas of the Athens-based 
Hellenic Institute for the Preservation of 
Nautical Tradition to put some of the 
knowledge he has acquired to the test. At 
Perama. on the coast southwest of Athens, 
they are constructing an exact model, with 
ancient world materials and design, of the 
14.75-meter ship sunk in 300 B.C. along 
with its cargo of oil. millstones, almonds and 
iron. 

"There is much we cannot know from 
measurements or even tank or wind tests on 
^models" Katzev said. Work at Perama has 


just begun and should take two years at a 
cost of some five million drachmas ($ 
700.000). The cost will be borne by the 
Hellenic institute and the Institute of Naut- 
ical Archaeology in Texas. 

When the original wreck was discovered 
1 5 years ago off the northern Cypriot port 
of Kyrenia. it was hailed as by far the most 
important piece of evidence modem scho- 
lars possessed about ancient shipping. Some 
75 percent of the hull intact, as well as most 
of the planks and keel and more homely 
objects like trances of what seemed to be 
the four-man crew's last meal: olives, figs 
grapes and garlic. 

It was brought to the surface in over 
6,000 pieces and painstakingly recon- 
structed in Kyrenia' s medieval Crusader 
Castle, where it is now displayed. Some 
pieces of wood had to be immersed for up to 
two years in polyethylene glycol, a wax-like 
substance, to prevent them from disinteg- 
rating. Tiny pieces of evidence helped 

experts to piece together the story of the 
ill-fated ship. 

A single letter inscribed on the hull 
proved if was Greek, lead-weights indicated 
the crew had been fishing, and iron spear- 
heads were the clue for the pirate attack. 
Katzev believes the ship was 50 years old 
and had already undergone several repairs 
when it set out on its last voyage. 

It had picked up oil from the Aegean 


island of Samos, some goods from Rhodes 
and possibly silk from Kos before making 
the 80-km journey to Cyprus. 

Although artists' impressions of the boat 
suggest a superficial resemblance tothe cai- 
ques or fishing boats which still sail the 
Aegean today, he says construction 
methods could not have been more differ- 
ent. Modern bnatbuilders start by building a 
"skeleton.” consisting of the ribs or frame 
plus the kec. then attach a "skin” of planks 
nailed together. 

The ancients did it the other way round. 
Using wooden pegs and mortise joints of 
the kind seen in furniture- making they built 
the outer shell upward from the keel. The 
frame was then fitted inside and locked to 
the planks with copper spikes. 

The ship had a single, square sail but the 
mast could be moved to different positions 
according to wind and weather. Instead of a 
rudder, there were two steering oars to the 
left and right of the stem. Trial voyages in 
the replica should reveal whether, as Katzev 
believes. one man could have operated both 
oars. 

He also wishes to discover how the 
curved keels characteristic of ancient ship- 
building would have affected steering. But 
he says there are some mysteries about the 
Kyrenia wreck, including the ship's destina- 
tion when it was sunk, that a replica will 
never solve. > 


Abortive coup cripples Nairobi University

NAIROBI (LOS) — Nairobi s 10,000 stu- 
dents are anxiously awaiting announcement 
of the Kenyan government* s plan for reor- 
ganizing their university, which has been 
closed since the abortive coup of Aug. 1. 

President Daniel Arap Moi has hinted at 
drastic changes, and the academic staff, many 
of whom have been accused of Marxist lean- 
ings, will certainly be purged. 

There is likely to be less emphasis on the 
arts and humanities and more stress on 
engineering, science, medicine and veterin- 
ary science. The political science department 
wiD probably be scrapped as ** irrelevant." 

As with most larger universities in Africa, 
the University of Nairobi has seen many riots, 
boycotts and other upheavals since it opened 
as the Royal College in 1961. 


Most of these troubles stemmed from dis- 
satisfaction with the university administra- 
tion and conditions, but more leftist tenden- 
cies became apparent in 1975 after the mys- 
terious death of i. M. Kariuki. Although one 
of the wealthier MPs. Kariuki had become a 
hero among politically conscious students 
through his campaign for a fairer distribution 
of Kenya’s wealth. 

Violent campus demonstrations followed 
J. M.’s death, with students accusing the gov- 
ernment of complicity in his murder. Almost 
every year since, the anniversary of KariukFs 
death, or ”J.M. Day” as it is known to stu- 
dents, has become an occasion for political 
demonstrations, inevitably put down by the 
ever-ready riot police. 

Another folk hero idolized by some stu- 
dents was former Vice President Oginga 
Odinga. When he was refused permission to 
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address students in 1966, the subsequent 
unrest caused the authorities to close down 
the university for three weeks. 

Since then, the closures have become 
longer and more frequent, sometimes lasting 
for months, with students ordered to return 
to their homes and report twice a week to 
local chiefs to prove they are out of Nairobi. 

This ruse has been used by the government 
at times when it feared student demonstra- 
tions could embarrass it in foreign eyes, as 
during the 1981 summit of African heads of 
state, and also during some important United 
Nations conferences in Nairobi. 

In spile of these lengThy closures, the 
administration has in the past managed to get 
a respectable number of students through to 
the graduation stage. But this year it has 
proved impossible to hold examinations and 
next month's graduation ceremony will have 
to be scrapped. Whether the present final- 
year students will ever graduate is a moot 
question. 

The academic staff has dwindled drasti- 
cally. Some lecturers and professors have 
broken their contracts, fearing witch-hunts, 
while others have been arrested or detained 
for alleged subversive political activity. In 
parliament some ministers have regularly 
lambasted "bearded Marxist lecturers," 
accusing them of confusing Kenyan youth 
with foreign ideologies irrelevant to Africa. 

Charles Njonjo. the reactionary minister 
for constitutional affairs, has a pathological 
dislike of beards, and once told a group of 
lecturers their beards were "a sign of laziness 
and were breeding grounds for lice." Njonjo 
has urged the abolition of university grants 
and introduction of a fee-paying system. 

The future of women in the "cleansed" 
university is another debating point. Most 
militants have been male students, and only a 
few women have ever been involved in out- 
ward dissent. What will happen to these hun- 
dreds of promising girls remains to be seen.

Deaths spur worldwide testing

' MANILA, (Depthnews) — It was an iso- 
lated series of poisonings, confined to the 
Chicago area. Isolated “extro-sirength*’ cap- 
sules were tampered with and laced with 
cyanide, claiming seven victims. 

The poisonings and the consequent fear for 
the cyanide-linked capsules also echoed 
across the world, illustrating vividly the 
extensive web multinational drug companies 
■ have spread around. What may not be safe in 
the U.S. may also be unsafe in other coun- 
tries. Extra-strength Tylenol capsules sold in 
New York City, for instance, are also sold in 
Manila. 

The Health Ministry has ordered the recall 
of all Tylenol* extra-strength capsules and 
warned the public not to take the medication 
which will be tested for the presence of 
dangerous substances. The post office and 
: customs were alerted againsL incoming ship- 
ments, while Tylenol advertisements were 
banned. 

Johnson & Johnson, Tylenol's local dis- 
tributor, insisted there was no need for the 
recall since the capsules in question in the 
U.S. poisonings are different from the Philip- 
pines, but agreed to the recall anyway. But 
the series of deaths in the U.S. reminded the 
world of the vulnerability of consumer pro- 
ducts from tampering and contamination. 

It put to question the mass marketing of 
drugs, especially in countries with big drugs-

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Why should 1 take up your time when otters 
who are rick need your attention? I'm as healthy as a bull. I'm only 
here because my wife’s been after me to have a checkup. I admit that 
perhaps I don't live right. But, I know many like myself who overeat 
and smoke who never had a sick day in their lives. As I said, wouldn't 
it be silly for me to be looked over? — Mr. T. 

Dear Mr. L- More than you realize, your life's in your own hands. 
Consequently or unconsciously you may be committing slow suicide. 
How you live defines your near limits of good health and your far 
limits of longevity. 

Barring unforeseen accident (which is the excuse fatalists like 
yourself often use) statistics prove the person who is an ally of 
self-preservation will get more out of .life because he wiD be well 
enough to enjoy it. He wiD live long enough to find fulfillment. But, if 
you mistreat your machine, you side with the force of self- 
destruction. You actually invite early breakdown and calamity. 
Unfortunately, many healthy persons like yourself are skeptics. They 
have to be shown. 

“Prove it," says the two-pack-a-day smeiker who disbelieves that 
tqbacco may actually be a suicidal agent — especially for one who has 
coronary disease. It may not be a rope, knife, gun or deadly drug. 
Nevertheless, if s an apparently innocuous method of committing 
slow suicide. 

“ My heart can take it,” says the 40-year-old who overexerts with- 


tores resembling supermarkets where over- 
the-counter drugs are taken from.shelves by 
customers themselves. The U.S. drug indus- 
try, for one, announced It will review its pac- 
kaging technique to avoid future tampering. 

But it also brings to mind nagging ques- 
tions already asked of the industry long 
before by consumer groups. For instance, 
doubts have been expressed on the wisdom 
— and safety — of self-medication without 
prior medical consultation. Two Filipino con- 
sumer groups have demanded that Tylenol 
products — tablets, capsules, elixir, chil- 
dren's chewable tablets, liquid, cough for- 
mula. cold tablet — should be reconsidered 
as non-prescription drugs. 

Miss Julie Amargo, bead of a national con- 
sumers movement, says that even Tylenol 
advertisements warn that the drug should be 
taken on doctor's prescription. She points out 
that in 1980. tbe International Organization 
of Consumers' Union warned of the dangers 
of Tylenol and other acetaminophen drugs 
which can cause conjunctivitis (red eyes), 
enlarged pupils, and may add a yellow tinge 
to what a patient sees. 

While extra-strength Tylenol capsules 
(500 mg) were first marketed here only three 
months ago, Tylenol tablets (326 mg), have 
been here for the past 20 years. J& J officials 
say the capsules linked with tbe Chicago 
poisonings were made from January to April 
1982. while the 200.000 capsules distributed 
here were made last year. They were also 


made in different plants. No Tylenol tablets 
and other products have been linked with the 
cyanide poisonings. 

The Philippines is the only country in 
Southeast that sells Tylenol, one of tbe top 10 
pain killers in the country. Tbe table?! are sold 
in 24 other countries, mostly in Europe and 
Latin America, while the capsules are also 
made and marketed in the Philippines, 
Puerto Rico, Ireland, West Germany, 
Jamaica and Trinidad 

■ While Tylenol is the most popular drug of 
its kind in tbe U.S. tbe Chicago poisonings 
spurred worldwide testing of Tylenol for con- 
tamination, Latin American countries have 
banned imports and other countries are ask- 
ing tourists to turn in suspect capsules. 

The active ingredient of Tyfenol is 
acetaminophen, a medicine used to relieve 
F>ain and reduce fever. Unlike aspirin, it does 
not relieve the redness or swelling cause by 
arthritis. The U.S., Pharmacopeia (USP, an 
independent, nonprofit institution set up in 
1 820 which sets national standards that gov- 
ern the strength, safety, packaging and label- 
ing of (U.S. drugs) lists rare and minor side 
effects with acetaminophen use, and cautions 
that overdose is very dangerous to children 
and can cause liver damage. 

The USP says that unless otherwise 
directed by the doctor, children up to 12 
years of age should not take acetaminophen 
for more than five days in a row, adults not 
more than 10 days in a row. The Philippine

Dear Mrs. DL* Opinions vary, (for example, writing in JAMA 
(4/21/78) Emerson Day, M.D. of Northwestern University Medical 
School believes that most women could go two or three years bet- 
ween Pap tests without making much difference in findings of cancer. 
He thinks that women who have had normal results on two or more 
negative Pap smears in a row are in such a low risk group, that less 
frequent tests should suffice. But he says, “This should not be taken 
in any way to underrate the value of the test." 

But other gynecologists argue that as tbe test is harmless and 
possibly lifesaving, annual (or more frequent) repeat examination 
bring the women into the office for examinations that could turn up 
unrelated problems. 

The Pap test is invaluable. Incidence and mortality for cervical 
cancer have declined since it was first introduced in the 1940s. In 
1974, the disease developed in 44 women per 100,000. In 1970, 
incidence was 8.8 per 100,000. Death rates also dropped. j

(because of the Chicago incident) we know 
we are going to lose." 

Of the 28 registered drug companies in tbe 
country, 26 are foreign -owned, and are listed 
among tbe top 1,000 corporations. Their 
total annual sales amount to about $228 mil- 
lion. In recent years, the local drug industry 
has been under heavy attack from consumer 
critics and nationalist economists. 

Tbe first argument is that the industry is 
fbrelgn-dominated, 70 percent of the local 
market in the hands of about 14 multination- 
als and about 23 other large foreign com- 
panies. Tbe second is that it is not a true drug 
industry, because it imports raw materials 
from parent companies abroad (at often 
exorbitant prices, later passed on to local 
consumers) and repacked here. 

Drug sales in 1980 amounted to $245.75 
million. More than half of that was spent in 
Metropolitan Manila alone, with a popula- 
tion of seven million. “ Drugs have become 
like other consumer goods that people buy 
not because of necessity. Drug sales often 
depend on the companies' promotional tech- 
niques and the purchasing capacity of a given 
community," says Professor Vicenta 
Escobar, a government pharmacy consultant • 
in herbal medicine. 

She argues that “ people in Metro Manila 
have higher incomes and thus have a greater 
capacity to buy drugs. They are easily 
induced to patronize these products, often 
unnecessarily." 

She points, out, for instance, that the coun- 
try spent $32.7 million in 1980 for cough and 
cold preparations, although there is still no 
cure for the common cold. It spent for plaster 
like band-aid some $980,000 although sci- 
ence says that covering minor wounds delays 
the healing process.

children are malnourished, a small part of the 
population spent $753,000 for anti-obesity 
parations.

BANGKOK, Thailand, Nov. 2 (AP) - 
The United States has promised to speed up 
military supplies to Thailand, Prime Minister 
Prem Tinsulanonda said Tuesday after meet- 
ing with U.S. Defense Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger. 

Weinberger earlier flew in from Singapore 
where he told a news conference the United 
States remains committed under the Manila 
Pact to non-Comraunist countries in South- 
east Asia. 

Prem, meeting briefly with newsmen after 
a luncheon with Weinbeger, said the two had 
discussed the situation along the Thai- 
Cambodian border and in the region. He 
noted that United States has recently 
increased militaiy sales credits to Tha iland by 
$12.5 million. 

This came at the end of fiscal year 1982. 
and Washington is hoping to increase further 
its military aid to Thailand this fiscal year. 
Thailand is Weinberger’s second stop in a 
five-country tour which, according to the 
U.S. Embassy, is designed to "demonstrate 
U.S. support for friends and allied nations in 
the region.” 

The Manila Pact, signed in 1954, binds the 
United States to come to the aid of non- 
Communist allies in Southeast Asia in the 
event of Communist aggression. But some 
countries in the region have expressed skep- 
ticism about how far the United States would 


go, especially after its involvement in Viet- 
nam. 

The Association of Southeast Asian 
Nations is concerned about a growing Soviet 
naval presence in the area and a hostile 
Indochina under the sway of Vietnam, which 
maintains some 1 80,000 troops in neighbor- 
ing Cambodia. Some of the U.S. weapons 
sent to Thailand in recent years have gone to 
beef up Thai forces on the Cambodian bor- 
der. 

Weinberger departs Wednesday for 
Indonesia. He is also scheduled to visit 
Australia and New Zealand. At a news con- 
ference before leaving Singapore, he said the 
United States remains committed under The 
Manila Pact to non- Communist countries in 
Southeast Asia. 

The Manila Pact was signed in 1 954 by the 
United States, Thailand, the Philippines, 
Australia, New Zealand, Pakistan, France 
and Britain. It still exists, although France 
and Pakistan withdrew and the Southeast 
Asia Treaty Organization, established as the 
pact's defense alliance, was disbanded in 
1977 

Washington also has expressed its support 
of the Association of Southeast Asian 
Nations — ASEAN — formed by Singapore, 
Malaysia, Thailand, Indonesia and the 
Philippines. 

Weinberger said he had delivered a mes- 
sage from U.S. President Ronald Reagan to 


Prime Minister Lee Kuan Yew, but declined 
to disclose its contents. Weinberger discussed 
regional defense mattets Monday with Lee 
and the Defense Minister. 

He told the news conference it would be 
useful for the ASEAN nations to have com- 
mon, interchangeable weapons system as 
part of defense arrangements. 

Lee recently proposed ASEAN hold railit- 
aiy exercises. Bilateral maneuvers are com- 
mon, but the association has attempted to 
avoid any measures that would make it 
appear to be a military alliance. 

In answer to questions, Weiberger said 
there was no need to increase the present 
strength of the U.S. Seventh Fleet in the reg- 
ion because the American Navy is being 
increased to an overall strength of 600 major 
warships and submarines by 19yo. He added 
the Seventh Fleet is capable of flexible 
movement in the Indian Ocean and the 
Western and Southern Pacific. 

He was asked if the United States would 
send ground forces to Thailand if it was 
attacked, and replied that would depend on 
circumstances at the time, including approval 
by Congress” . 

Weinberger was remained of apprehension 
in the ASEAN nations, which were occupied 
by Japanese forces in World War Handoftbe 
U.S. efforts to get Japan to increase its 
defense spending. 


MOSCOW. Nov. 2 (AP) — Soviet plainc- 
lothesmen prevented Western newsmen 
from attending a press conference called by 
Moscow’s only independent peace group to 
discuss repressions against members. 

Sergei Batovrin, a founder of the group, 
was to have held his first meeting' Monday 
with correspondents since his release Sept. 7 
from a Moscow psychiatric hospital.

conference. “I Know what your business is" 

The man. who identified himself as a 
"Soviet citizen." shoved one of the newsmen 
who asked for an explanation. A Volga 
automobile — a make commonly used by the 
Soviet KGB secret police — blocked the 
entry to the building in northeast Moscow. 

Two other Western correspondents who 
arrived for the evening meeting in a separate 
car said they were also turned away by three 
plainclothesmen. 

Batovrin. a 25-year-old artist, was arrested 
last Aug. 6 and told he was to be inducted for 
military service. His friends said be was taken 
into custody for his pacificist activities. 

In a tape recording smuggled out of Mos- 
cow’s Psychiatric Hospital No. 14 during his 
stay there. Batovrin said he was forced to 
take depressant drugs and was "surrounded 
by sick people, bars and guards.”

PEKING, Nov. 2 (AP) — Communist 
China will nui restore relations with the 
Soviet Communist Pany before state-to- state 
relations are normalized, a process that will 
take a long time, official Chinese sources 
say. 

The sources, who asked not to be iden- 
tified. said Mundat night it was out of the 
question for party rela lions to take prece- 
dence over state relations between the Com- 
munist rivals. 

The sources, familiar with recent Sino- 
Sm’iet consultations, also said disputes bet- 
ween Moscow and Peking over border 
troops. Afghanistan, and Vietnam may be 
solved nne-by-onc and need not be solved 
simultaneously for normalization of lies ic 
take place. 

The two nations recently completed their 
firs; consultations in three years on improv- 


ing ties. A second round will be held in Mos- 
cow. probably before the end of the year, 
diplomatic observers say. 

The Chinese sources said, however, a date 
has not been set and indicated they would 
watch developments in Cambodia to see if 
there is the usual dry-season offensive. 

During the consultations, China said three 
major problems must be solved before rela- 
tions could improve. China wants the reduc- 
tion and withdrawal of 50 Soviet divisions 
along the Sino-Soviei border and of other 
Soviet troops in Mongolia. )t also demands 
withdrawal of Soviet troops from Afghanistan 
and an end to Soviet support for Vietnam's 
occupation of Cambodia. 

The Chinese sources said, however, they 
recognized jt would be difficult for the 
Soviets to withdraw all troops because they 
also are directed at Japan and South Korea 
and. hence, the United States. 


LUSAKA. Nov. 2 (R) — U.S. Embassy 
officials in Lusaka confirmed Tuesday that 
negotiations were continuing over an exchange 
of prisoners uf war by Angola and South 
Africa. The officials declined to give further 
details but Zambian Home Affairs Minister 
Frederick Chomba was quoted Monday as 
saying Lusaka had been chosen for the 
exchange . 

Infwrned sources said the negotiations 
involved Angolan. Soviet and Cuban prison- 
ers held by South Africa, and a U.S.. pilot, 
two U.S. mercenaries and the bodies of three 
S-'uih African soldiers held by the Angolan 


government. The pilot. Geoffrey Tyler. 32. 
has been in Angolan custody since early last 
year when his single-engined plane made an 
apparent forced landing while heading for 
South Africa.

Australian 
MPs will attend the session as observers for 
the first time.

A university 
graduate taking his first job with the govern- 
ment can find his entire monthly salary of 
about JU0 pounds ($45) going to pay the rent 
on a one-bedroom apartment. 

"People have to borrow just to make ends 
meet ," explained one Sudanese. "They bor- 
row from relatives or from the merchants. 
There is no other way for them to survive." 

An estimated one million Sudanese — 


from engineers and teachers to common 
.laborers — have emigrated to other Arab 
\ states, in search of work. Sudanese teachers 
are so prized in the Gulf states that the gov- 
ernment here hires Egyptians and Europeans 
• to fill vacancies created by their departure. 

Western critics place the blame on gov- 
ernment mismanagement of economic 
development projects during the early years 
of the regime and its fascination with Social- 
ism and the Soviet Union.

LONDON, Nov. 2 (AP) — Britain and 
other countries were urged Tuesday not to 
sign the draft law of the sea treaty because 
an independent report, claimed it would 
allow terrorist organizations to share in 
revenues from international mining opera- 
tions on the ocean floor. 

The report, published by the Institute for 
European defense and Strategic Studies of 
London, said the ■ treaty permits U.N.- 
recognized liberation groups to join the 
administration of a proposed international 
sea bed authority and to receive some of its 
income. 

Of 150 nations that took part in negotiat- 
ing the draft treaty, 130 voted last April to 
back it. But 17 nations, including most 
major East and West European states, abs- 
tained. Four countries, including the United 
States, rejected the final draft. 

The treaty's main provisions are: Setting 
territorial waters at 12 miles (19.3 kins), 
giving coastal states rights over matters such 
as pollution, but ensuring othe is" innocent 
passage.’" Ensuring the world's ships and 
aircrfet unrestricted “right of passage, 
which shall not be impeded." Giving coastal 
nations exclusive economic and fishing rights 
over 200-mile (321.8-km) offshore zones. 


Givinc coastal nations unchallenged rights 
to oiC gas and minerals on the continental 
shelf up to 350 miles (563 kms) offshore. 

Simon Webley. who wrote the institute’s 
report, said the treaty "coold enable 
national liberation movements to receive 
considerable sums to forward their objec- 
tives in ways which may involve terrorism. 

Given the political complexion of the 
U.N. General Assembly, it is not at all fanci- 
ful for instance, to suppose that one day the 
Irish Republican Army might persuade a 
majority at the U.N. to recognize it as a 
legitimate liberation movement," he wrote.

Miners reject

LONDON. Nov. 2 (AP) — Britain's 
powerful coalminers' union defied its 
leaders h jpTuesday and voted overwhelm- 
ingly against a strike over pay and planned 
pii closures. The vote— 1 25,233 to 8 1 ,592 
against a walkout — was a defeat for milit- 
ant miners' leader Arthur Scargill who 
had barnstormed the country seeking 
strike authorization. He termed the vote 
an "temporary setback" and warned the 
union plans to fight planned pit closures. 

It al**> headed off a major labor union 
challenge to Prime Minister Margaret.. 
Thatcher's Conservative government, 
already facing widespread labor unrest 
over ami- union curbs and its wage 
restraint policy. 

Results of last week's two-day vote, 
w hich were leaked over the weekend but 
officially announced Tuesday, found 61 
percent of the 206,825 miners who voted 
rejecting a strike and 39 percent support- 
ing one.

Costa Rica faces default suit 
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GENEVA. Nov. 2 (R) — In a move that 
could spark similar actions elsewhere, a Swiss 
investor has taken legal action to have Costa 
Rica formally declared in default on a loan. 

The Banque Gutzwiller. Kurz. Bungener 
said T uesday the unnamed Swiss investor ha< 
asked a Geneva court to declare Costa Rica 
in default on a 20 million Swiss franc ($9.13 
million) bond issue that the bank arranged in 
1980. 

Costa Rica, which has been negotiating the 
rescheduling of about $ 1 billion of its foreign 
debts because of a prolonged slump in coffee 
exports, has not paid any interest on the bond 
issue since October. 1981. Arrears total 2.1 
million francs ($960,000). 

Soviets to set up 
biggest solar unit 

MOSCOW. Nov. 2 (AFP) — The Soviet 
Union plans to set up the world's biggest solar 
power station, rated 320 megawatts, in 
Uzbekistan. Tass news agency reported 
Tuesday. Currently solar power stations are 
rated to a mere 1 0 megawatts. The planned 
station will have a 200 meter (over 600 feet) 
tower housing a steam raising unit, and 
72.000 computer-controlled mirrors. Steam 
will be produced at ) 30 atmospheres pres- 
sure and 500 degrees centigrade to drive a 
turbo-generator connected to the central 
Asian grid. When there is no sun. the power 
station can be gas-fired. 


While legal experts said it would be some 
time before the court proceedings are com- 
pleted. such a move has long been feared by 
the international banking community 
because it could trigger simflar claims by 
other lenders under so-called cross-default 
clauses. 

Nearly all international loans have stipula- 
tions that lenders should be treated equally so 
that if one gets a court judgment that the poor 
owner is in default, then the rest are entitled 
to the same cl aim . 

Bankers said they were optimistic that a 
rescheduling could be worked out by the end 
of the year with Costa Rica, which has total 
foreign debts of more than $3.5 billion. With 
over $500 billion in debts, many Thud World 
and Eastern bloc countries have been unable 
to keep up their repayment schedules and 
have been forced to ask for postponement of 
both interest and principal falling due. 

Mexico, for instance, bas external debts of 
580 billion, the world’s largest, and has had to 
seek a rescheduling of its debt repayments to 
more than 500 foreign banks. 

Major b anks have avoided forcing debtor 
countries into formal default mainly for fear 
that they might not recover much of the 
money if a country decided h was cheaper to 
fight it out in the courts rather than pay up. 

This would leave the creditors with few real 
options other than seizing a debtor country’s 
assets held abroad, such as ships and planes, 
which in most cases would be insignificant 
when set against the size of the loans.

in the Somalian capital of Mogadisu. The 
Japanese-assisted project will help develop 
Somalia’s infrastructure, ministry officials 
said. 

LONDON. (AFP) — The British gov- 
ernment’s .export credits guarantee 
department announced Tuesday that it had 
guaranteed repayments of two loans total- 
ing 1 69 million Hong Kong dollars for the 
purchase in Britain of two highspeed pas- 
senger femes by the New Key and NuirhiD 
companies of Hong Kong.

Robot can handle 
hazardous tasks 

TOKYO, Nov. i (AP) — A flexible, fully 
computerized robot designed to work inside a 
nuclear reactor and other areas hazardous to 
human beings was unveiled by tbe Toshiba 
Corp. 

.The new robot consists of a single eight- 
jointed aim fined with touch sensors that 
snakes about like a giant elephant 1 s trunk. 
“Traditionally you see industrial robots 
where the freedom of movement is quite 
limited”, said Yuji Wakayama, a Toshiba 
public relations official. 

Toshiba envisions the robot as performing 
inspection chores in areas inaccessible to 
humans, such as in nuclear reactors, oceanic 
projects and. in the future, nuclear fusion 
reactors. The highlights of tbe robot are com- 
plex software and universal joints that afford 
a flexibility Toshiba says is unique. . 
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Dollar rates shed gains

JEDDAH. Nov. 2 — The dollar shed 
some its recent gains on the European 
exchanges Tuesday, after the American 
currency fell back the previous night in New 
York. The falls were insignificant in some 
respects, but they reflected the base uncer- 
tainties that the markets are now going 
through especially on whether and if any 
U.S. interest rate cuts will soon be made. 
Federal Reserve “Fed fund" prime lending 
rates fell back by Vs percent on Monday 
night m New York but there was little mar- 
ket reaction, with most dealers awaiting to 
see congressional elections. 

On the money markets. Eurodollar 
deposit rates fell back by between Vs and V* 
percent Tuesday to take the one-month rate 
to below the 1 0 percent level at 9 per- 
cent 

In the bullion markets, gold and silver 
remained steady with stiver prices fluctuat- 
ing erratically but still at fairly high levels. 
Silver trade at $10.35 compared with 
$10.55 in New York the night before, while 
gold prices were $1 0 up over Friday dosing 
at around $432 levels. 

In tbe local markets, riyal deposit rates 
feD back tty nearly 5 percent in most tenors 
in the first such fails for a week, but dealers 
said that the volume of business was lower 
on Tuesday and the local markets, was also 
waiting for signs of new developments on 
tbe U.S. dollar interest rate front. 

The one-montb JIBOR traded at 8 7s - 9 


Vs percent from nearly of 9 % percent levels 
Saturday, while the one-year rate was also 
down at around 10-10% percent. Trading 
concentrated in the medium tenors with the 
two-month rate being a favorite at 9 - 9 % 
percent levels. The exchanges were also _ 
more subdued Tuesday with spot riyal/ 
dollar rates opening at around 3.4405-10 
but later falling to 3.4402-08 as the dollar 
fell back on the European markets. 

In London, the British pound picked up 
dramatically, to trade at 1 .6895 levels from 
1 .6740 on Monday despite a l U percent cut 
in the Bank of England's intervention dis- 
count rate. This night put pressure on tbe 
U.K. commercial banks to reduce their 
prime leading base rates next week. 

The French franc was helped by some 
active intervention by the French central 
bank and the franc traded at 7.2430 from 
7.2580 earlier in the day. Tbe Swiss franc 
recovered some ground to trade at 2.1 980. 
but that currency remains weak and is fol- 
lowing the German mark which is relatively 
weak also at 2.54/2.55 levels. The Japanese 
yen was helped by some commercial buying 
orders at the 275.80 levels but the yen is 
also under pressure.

Mexico seen cutting oil price 


MEXICO. Nov. 2 (R) — Mexico is 
expected to continue undercutting OPEC oil 
prices to enable it to market a possible new 
surplus, industry analysts interviewed by 
Reuters said. 

The state oil monopoly Petroteos Mex- 
kanos (Femex) would be certain to lower its 
prices further if any OPEC states cut its ben- 
chmark price, an informed industry sources 
said. 

But for Mexico, squeezed by a dollar shor- 
tage, the immediate challenge is to find 
enough funds to continue the oil industry’s 
extraordinary growth, the analysts said. 

Buoyed by its lower ofl prices and proxim- 
ity to the U.S. market, Mexico believes it can 
muscle into contracts now held by OPEC, 
they said. 

“ Mexico’s main concern is averting bank- 
ruptcy and pumping more oil is the only 
alternative to ease the severity of the coun- 
try’s crisis, *' an industry source said. 

Mexican ofl officials declined comment, 
but analysts said that with a fresh injection of 
capital the country could produce enough to 
export nearly two million bpd by end 1983 to 
surpass Venezuela and approach Iran on the 
export league table. 

While Venezuela and other major produc- 
ers struggle to maintain sales in a stagnant 
market, Mexico has boosted its oil exports by 
about 40 percent from 1.04 million bpd in 
January. 


Foreign crude sales reached 1.73 million 
bpd in September, and average saJes'sofei: 
this year of 1.42 million bpd. Analysts say 
Mexico is considering a further export rise to 
soften the severity of its economic crisis. 

But while higher ofl exports recently have 
generated revenues of some $ 1.5 billion a 
month, this has nearly all been absorbed by 
interest payments on foreign debt 

West German oil 
imports dip by 4 % 

FRANKFURT, Nov. 2 (R) — West Ger- 
man net oil imports fell in tbe first seven 
months of 1 982 by four percent or 2.4 million 
tons to 57.3 million compared with the same 
1981 period, tbe Federal Office for Trade 
and Industry (BAW) said. 

The value of net imports, calculated as 
imports of crude ofl and oil products less 
exports, fell by 4.8 percent or 1.8 billion 
marks to 35.3 billion. 

BAW said West German imports of oil 
products rose by 12.7 percent between Janu- 
ary and July 1982 over tbe year ago period 
while imports of crude ofl fell by 9.6 percent, 
leading to a marked shift in tbe structure of 
overall imports:. 

Imports of ofl products made up 33.5 per- 
cent of all ofl imports in the seven months,- 
rising from 28.9 percent in tbe 1981 period.

CHICAGO. Nov. 2. (R) — Major League 
dub owners voted Monday to replace Bowie 
Kuhn as baseball commissioner. The Ameri- 
can and National Leagues held separate 
meetings on whether to retain Kuhn, who 

began hisfirat term as commissioner in 196*^. 

Kuhn needed three-quarters of the vote in 
both leagues — 10 of the 14 teams in the 
American and nine of 1 2 in the National — - ti » 
keep his job. He survived the American 
League vote. 11-3 in his favor, but met his 
downfall in the National League balloting, 
which was only 7-5 to retain him. 

The club owners decided not to reveal w ha t 
teams voted against Kuhn in the National 
League. But baseball sources said the five 
probably were the St Louis Cardinals. Hous- 
ton Astros. New York Mets. Atlanta Braves 
and Chicago Cubs. 

It was not immediately known if theclub 
owners would ask Kuhn to stay on until his 
seven-year contract expired in August 1 983 
or whether they would appoint a successor 
immediately. 

When he became commissioner in 1969. 
Kuhn succeeded retired U.S. Army General 
w illiam Eckert. Kuhn was elected to a sec- 
ond seven-year term in 1 975. although some 
dub owners tried to oust him at that time. 

The first commissioner Judge Kenesaw 
Mountain I -and is. appointed in 1920 after 
the post was created as a result of the "Black 
Sox.” scandal in the 1919 World Series. 

Several months after that series, some of 
the Chicago White Sox players confessed 
they had accepted money from gamblers to 
“fix” some games, letting the Cincinnati 
Reds win the best -of- nine series 5-3. 

Albert Chandler, a -former governor of 
Kentucky, and Ford Frick, a former sports 
journalists, served as commissioners between 
the regimes of Landis and Eckert.

PERTH, Australia. Nov. 2 (AP) — John 
McEnroe qualified for the final of the Swan 
Challenge (knockout) Tennis Competition 
Tuesday when he beat fellow- American 
Vitas Gc^ilailis 6-4. 4-6. 6-3. 

The match was keenly Fought and dis- 
played an aspect of McEnroe's makeup not 
often seen on the tennis court — a sense of 
humor. The players joked with the gallery 
and appeared to approach the game in a 
light-hearted fashion. 

McEnroe took charge early in the first set 
which was highlighted by brilliant strokes 
from both players. Everything went accord- 
ing to service until the fifth game when 
McEnroe broke through — with a little help 
from his opponent. Gerulaitis was 0-40 down 
until he double faulted and gave McEnroe 
the leeway he needed. 

Normally McEnroe would have taken full 
toll of the advantage but he lapsed in con- 
centration and allowed Gerulaitis to break 
his service in the next game. It did not last, 
however, and McEnroe then showed the 
characteristics (hat have made him one of the 
great players the world — he took charge of 
his opponent's service. 

Gerulaitis rebounded in the second set 
when he opened by breaking service. The 
next two games followed the same pattern 
until McEnroe finally held his service to end 
the run. 

At this stage, the world’s No. 2 player 
appeared to be losing his composure, but 
kept fighting before going down 4-6. The fate 
ofthe match was sealed in just ten minutesof 
blistering tennis from McEnroe when he 
opened up an early 3-0 margin in the final set. 

Meanwhile. Mats Wilander, who has won 
two of his last three tournaments, dropped 
only three games Monday in his opening 
round match with fellow- Swede Peter Carl- 
sson in the $300,000 Stockholm Open 
Championship. 

Wilander. top- seeded for the first time in a 
super series event, won 6-0. 6-3. It was the 
first time in four matches the French Open 
champion had beaten Carlsson, but they 
faced.each other last lime four yean ago.

Lamb in U.N. blacklist 


LONDON, Nov. 2 (Agencies) — Allan

mittee against apartheid. 

Lamb became eligible to play for England 
this summer after completing the 10-year 
residential rule, and bis“ crime " was to play 
for Western Province in the 1981-82 season 
in South Africa. His inclusion on the black list 
taking in the first six month of this year, could 
cause added complications for the Test and 
County Cricket Board (TCC-B). 

As expected, all 15 English cricketers who 
toured South Africa in March this year, are 
on the list and they have already been banned 
from Test cricket for three years.

Clocking 21 secs, in 200m 

Malaysian sets Asian mark 


KUALA LUMPUR. Malaysia. Nov. 2 
(AP) — Malaysia’s sprint king. Rabuan Pit. 
broke the Asian Games record of 2 1 .09 secs, 
for the 200-meter event Tuesday when he 
clocked 21 seconds during the five-nation 
association of Southeast Asian Nations 
(ASEAN) Athletics Championship being 
held here. 

The Asian Games record was set by Anant 
Ratanlal of Thailand in 1 974 in Teheran. The 
26-year-old police inspector, who recently 
recovered from a thigh injury, set a scorching 
pace to hit the tape a good five meters ahead 
of his nearest rival. Indonesia's Purnomo. 
who clocked 21.8. 

Rabuan is to participate in the Asian 
Games in New Delhi later this month. 
Rabuan's race capped a fine start to the two- 
day championships, which began Tuesday 
with competitors from the Phlippines. Thai- 
land. Indonesia. Singapore and Malaysia par- 
ticipating. Athletes are using the Games here 
as a warm-up to the Nov. 19-Dec. 4 Asian 
Games. 

In the 400-meter hurdles both. Susan 
A range re of the Philippines and R. Selvarani 
of Malaysia, broke the Asian meet record. 
Selvarani was a 0.1 seconds behind the 
Filipino, who clocked 62.2 seconds, her per- 
sonal best. 

Selvarani started off strongly but Arangote 
drew level at the 100-meter mark aad from 
then on it was a two-women race. 


In the women’s Jong jump. Filipino Elma 
Muros and Malaysia’s Chan Swee Hwa 
smashed the meet distance mark, with Mums 
coming in the first with a leap of 5.70 meters. 
Swee Hwa recorded a distance of 5.63 meters 
while Betty Sutoyo equaled the meet record 
of 5.48 meters to take third place. In the last 
meet Wido Studi of Indonesia jumped 5.48 
meters to set the mark. 

In the men's 400 meters hurdles. 
Indonesia’s Renato Unso rewrote the meet 
record which he set two years ago in Jakarta. 
He chipped off 0.51 seconds from the old 
time to breast the tape at 52.4. Malaysia's R. 
Visvanathan was third (54.6) behind Seah 
Soo Lye of Singapore (53.8). 

In the 800-mcter women’s race. Merry 
Manuhuru of Indonesia was first and Philip- 
pines' Luoena Alam second. Manuhutu was 
timed at 2:15.7. Lucena Alam 2:17.8. while 
Malaysia's V. Anxnah was third with 2:69.4. 

After six events, the Philippines lead the 
other four nations with 25 points, while 
Indonesia has 22. Malaysia is in third place 
with 21 points. Singapore with 14. while 
Thailand bring up the rear with one point. 

Meanwhile. Japan will send a 463 -strong 
contingent to the ninth Asian Games in New 
Delhi, with the hope of retaining its crown as 
Asia’s strongest nation. 

The team, made up of 254 men. 101 
women athletes and 1 08 officials, is Japan's 
biggest ever sports delegation. 
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the entire Cardiff, Gloucester and Bangor 
Rugby clubs, who have all toured South 
Africa. 

Sportsmen from Britain and the United 
States continue to be the main offenders 
against the sports boycott of South Africa. 
" The apartheid regime and its sports bodies 
have attempted to counter the growing isola- 
tion through secret deals to entice individual 
sportsmen by offers of exorbitant fees or 
prize money. ” 

“ But these deals only provoked 
stronger opposition in South Africa and 
abroad, ** the U.N. center against apartheid 
said in a preamble to the “ register of sports 
contacts with South Africa, ' . 

It lists sports exchange with South Africa 
between January 1 and June 3,0 this year and 
names sportsmen and women wbo. took part 
in events in South Africa. Britain tops the list 
of 30 countries with more than 100 sports- 
men and women named. The United States is 
second with 45. 

Swede shoots 
to first gold 

CARACAS, Nov. 2 (R) — Sweden's Rag- 
nar Skanaker scored 568 points to become 
free pistol champion and win the first gold of 
the 43rd World Shooting Championship 
which started here Monday. 

Skanaker scored only one point more than 
Soviet world record holder Alexander 
Melentiev who won the silver medal and five 
more than Antoly Egrishin, also of the Soviet 
Union, who got the bronze. In the free pistol 
team event the gold medal was won by the 
Soviet Union with 2,248 points. Hie United 
States took second place with 2,211 and 
China was third with 2,207. 

In the air rifle team competition Norway 
struck gold with 2,309 points against 2,304 
for West Germany,- with France finishing 
third with 2,297 points. 

Soviets forge ahead 

LUCERNE, Switzerland, Nov. 2 (R) — 
The Soviet Union has taken the lead in the 
World Chess Olympiad, with 10.5 points out 
of a possible 12, after beating the United 
States 3-1 in the third round of play. 

The Soviets are followed by Yugoslavia 
and West Germany, equal ■ second with 10 
points, and England, Czechoslovakia, Swe-. 
den and Switzerland, all with 9.5. points. The 
U.S., Hungary. Argentina and Indonesia, all 
with nine points, come next, followed by the 
Netherlands, Cuba, Canada, Denmark and 
China with 8.5 points. 

Craig Stadler tops 

NEW YORK, Nov. 2 (AFP) — Craig Sta- 
dler, winner of four tournaments, including 
the Masters, was the biggest money winner 
on the United States PG A : Golf tour this 
year. Stadler accumulated .$446,462 from 
tournament play. Ray Floyd was next on the 
winning list with $386,809. 

Kenyan keeps lead 

NEW DELHI, Nov. 2 Kenya's Jayant 
Shah, in a Datsun Violet, led the remaining 
29 cars, from a field of 72, after the second- 
leg of the Himalayan Car Rally. Austrian 
Rudi Stol in a Lada and last year’s winner 
Ramesh Khoda in a Datsun were second and 
third. 

Emlyn Jones to retire 

LONDON, Nov. 2 (AFP) — Emlyn Jones, 
one of the best known administrators in Brit- 
ish sport, is to retire as director general of the 
Sports Council. Jones will give up his 25,000 
pounds a year position at the end of January. 

He has been director general for Eve years 
and was expected to carry on until his retire- 
ment in three years time.

MELBOURNE, Nov. 2 (AFP) — 
Gurnet's Lane, the Australian-bred winner 
of the Caulfield Cup m Melbourne two weeks 
ago, won the $290,595 Melbourne Cup 
ahead of favorite Kingston Town with Noble 
Comment third, here Tuesday.

A declarer who proceeds 
sensibly towards his goal can 
often bring order out d chaos 
in much the same way as a 
jigsaw puzzle fan can join 
together many hundreds of 
pieces. 

Consider this deal where 
correct play permits South to 
make three notrump, but 
where, if he wanders even 
slightly from the fairway, he 
fails in his mission. 

West leads the jack of 
spades, which declarer wins 
with the queen. Observing that 
he needs four rapid tricks

may be tempted to return the 
king of clubs. If he does this, 
he eventually goes down two. 
West takes the ace, plays 
another spade, and South is 
kaput whatever he does. 

Alternatively, if South leads 
a diamond at trick two, he also 
misses his objective. West 
rises with the ace, returns a 
spade, and there is no way for 
South to score more than eight 
tricks. 

But if South leads a low club 
at trick two, as he should, he 
makes the contract. What can 
West do? If he rises with the 
ace. South has nine tricks — 
four clubs, three hearts and 
two spades. If West ducks, 
dummy's jack wins and 
declarer them forces out the 
ace of diamonds to produce 
nine tricks — a club, three 
d iam onds, three hearts and 
two spades. 

How does declarer know 
that a low club at trick two is 
the right play? The answer is 
not difficult. He simply 
assumes from the bidding that 
West has both missing aces. 

Once be makes that assump- 
tion, South pursues it by play- 
ing a low club at trick two. His 
aim is to develop nine tricks 
before West can develop five. 
In effect, with West’s hand an 
open bock, all that South has 
to do is put all the missing 
pieces together in the right 
order.

India, Pakistan sign 
accord on prisoners 


NEW DELHI. Nov. 2 (Agencies) — India 
and Pakistan signed an agreement here 
Tuesday giving each government access to its 
citizens held in the other country's jails. Both 
sides described it as “a further step in the 
normalization of Indo- Pakistan relations." 

The protocol, agreed to Monday during 
Pakistani President Zia ul-Haq’s brief talks 
here with Prime Minister Indira Gandhi, also 
calls for the two neighbors to discuss the 
release and repatriation of prisoners. 

It was signed by Natwar Singh, secretary in 
India's external affairs ministry, and Riaz 
Piracha. Pakistan's ambassador. Both gov- 
ernments agreed to provide the other with 
lists of their citizens being held, and update 
the lists “at regular intervals." The agree- 
ment docs not apply 10 people held for politi- 
cal or security reasons. 

More than 300 Indians are believed under 
detention in Pakistan, the United News of 
India quoted official sources as saying. A 


Pakistan Embassy official estimated about 
350 Pakistanis are in Indian jails. India and 
Pakistan have fought three wars since their 
independence from Britain 35 years ago. and 
some of the prisoners are believed to be 
mOitaiy personnel. 

Top Indian and Pakistani officials will meet 
here Dec. 23 to 24 to formalize the setting-up 
of a joint commission, an Indian Foreign 
Office spokesman announced. Foreign sec- 
retaries Niaz Naik of Pakistan and Mohank- 
umar Rasgotra of India arc also to discuss 
draft proposals for the conclusion of a non- 
aggression pact and a treaty of peace, friend- 
ship and cooperation, the spokesman said. 

The agreement to set up an India-Pakistan 
joint commission was announced Monday at 
the conclusion of talks between Zia and Mrs. 
Gandhi. A joint press statement said the two 
leaders had issued instructions to officials for 
the “rapid conclusion of modalities and for- 
malities" in establishing the commission. 


Tikhonov gets top award 


MOSCOW, Nov. 2 (AP) — Premier 
Nikolai A. Tikhonov was awarded the Soviet 
Union's highest civilian award by President 
Leonid Brezhnev Tuesday, and Western dip- 
lomats termed the timing of the ceremony 
highly unusual. 

Tikhonov, 77, became a ‘Hero of the 
Soviet Union' for the first time and the Order 
of Lenin — automatically issued with the 
hero medal. 

Within the Soviet system such awards are 
taken very seriously and issuance normally is 
a sign of standing in the hierarchy. But 
awards typically are given on significant dates 
— such as birthdays — or after a specific 
achievements. The official news agency Tass 


report on Tikhonov's award gave no indica- 
tion of why it was awarded on Tuesday — 
which is not a significant date in the Soviet 
Union. 

Tass said the award “marks out Nikolai 
Tikhonov's great services in the strengthen- 
ing of the country's economic and defense 
might." The Soviet premier traditionally is 
charged with overseeing the nation's 
economy. 

Western diplomats, unable to explain tim- 
ing of the award, said it appeared part of an 
overall program of aggrandizement of the 
Brezhnev fiction of the Soviet leadership. 
Tikhonov is thought to be a close Brezhnev 
prorage.

Evictions 
spark riots 
in Brixton 

LONDON, Nov. 2 (R) — London's multi- 
racial district of Brixton, scene of fierce riot- 
ing last year, was returning to normal Tues- 
day after fresh violence which brought a new 
police riot unit on to the streets in force for 
the first time. 

A crowd of some 300 youths — mostly 
black — armed with petrol bombs and bricks 
took to the streets Monday night after a day 
of tension sparked by evictions in tbe area. 

Police were stoned, windows smashed and 
derelict buildings set ablaze before the spe- 
cially trained “ immediate response" squads, 
wearing flameproof clothing and crash hel- 
mets and carrying riot shields, moved in to 
clear the area. One policeman was injured 
and four arrests were made. 

Tuesday the police presence was discreet. 
Only a few of the 500 in action Monday night 
were deployed in side streets as Brixton peo- 
ple were cleaning up. 

Damage to property was estimated at sev- 
eral thousand sterling (dollars), but most 
concern was focused on the effects on rela- 
tions between the community and tbe police. 
Local council leader Robin Pitt said the 
clashes could set back the work of building 
harmony in the area by a year. 

Monday nighfs rioting broke out after 
local council officials and police took over 
council-owned houses in-Railton Road — 
dubbed the “ front line" in last year 5 s riots — 
where they said sq natters were running illegal 
clubs. 

Relations between police and residents in 
Brixton, a run-down inner city area where 
unemployment and crime are both high, have 
been delicate for years. Brixton people have 
accused the police of provoking last year’s 
riots by harassing young blacks. 

German mother 
goes on trial 
amid publicity 

LUEBECK, West Germany, Nov. 2 (AP) 
— A 32-year-old womaji who shot dead the 
alleged murderer of her child in a Luebeck 
courtroom 18 months ago went on trial Tues- 
day amid a welter of publicity sensationaliz- 
ing her dramatic act of revenge. 

Hundreds of reporters, spectators and 
photographers jammed the. small 200-seat 
courtroom and streets outside for a glimpse 
of Marianne Bachmeier as she entered court.

Those admitted beard state prosecutor 
KJaus-Dieter Schultz formally accuse Ms. 
Bachmeier of entering a Luebeck court on 
March 6, 1981, drawing a Beretta pistol from • 
her handbag and shooting dead the alleged 
murderer of her daughter, Klaus Grabowski, 
a 35-year-old butcher with a previous record 
of molesting small children. 

But they were robbed of any first witness 
revelations when Judge Peter Bassenge 
closed the session after only eight minutes 
and said the trial, which is expected to last 
about six weeks, would continue Thursday. 

Grabowski was charged with strangling 
Ms. Bachmeiei’s seven-year-old daughter 
Anna after luring her to his apartment in 
. May, 1980. Six of the eight bullets Anna's 
mother fired hit him in tire back and one in 
the arm and he died as he lay bleeding on the 
courtroom floor. 

• If convicted of Grabowski" s murder, Ms. 
Bachmeier faces a maximum sentence of life 
in jafl. Three judges and two laymen who 
under West German law advise them — all 
men — will pass judgment. As her trial 
approached, Ms. Bachmeier became some- 
thing of a national figure in West Germany. 

Released this summer on bafl from jail, she 
told her story to the weekly magazine Stan in 
several instalments which emphasize her love 
for Anna and her -grief at Anna's death. 

Photos of tbe attractive dark-haired Ms. 
Bachmeier and her lookatike daughter have 
garnered West German news-stands for 
ryeeks and the nation's largest circulation 
newspaper, Bild, has dubbed its series on the 
runup to Thursday's trial “tbe trial of the 
year." 

A program aired on national television last 
week also debated the merits of Ms. Bach- 
meiei’s deed. Its title —“Td Have Shot him 
Too" — was typical of much of the sentiment 
aired by parents interviewed. One old man 
provoked angry telephone calls when he was 
shown telling a reporter, "I -wouldn't just 
have shot him, I would have cut him also to 
little bits." 

MPs blame Shagari 

LAGOS. Nov. 2 (AFP) — Nigerian MPs 
have blamed President Shehu Shagari for last 
week’s religious disturbances ia which about 
900 persons were killed. According to 
reports in major newspapers here. MPs in the 
National Assembly condemned President 
Shagari for releasing 1.000 prisoners who 
allegedly took part in a similar religious upris- 
ing in the northern state of Kano in 1980. 

The MPs said the detainees were the same 
gang who organized last week’s riots in Bomo 
and Kaduna states, also in northern Nigeria. 
The papers said that one MP during the 
debate called on Shagari to explain to the 
nation why Ire had released the prisoners. 
Shagari condemned the riots and pledged to 
ensure peace.

Argentina truce stand stays 


BUENOS AIRES. Nov. 2 (Agencies) — 
Argentina recog ni z e s only a de facto ceasefire 
in its war with . Britain, over tbe disputed 
Falkland Islands (Malvinas), a Foreign 
Ministry spokesman said in advance of a 
United Nations debate on. the Falkland* doe 
to start Tuesday. 

Denying U.N. reports that Buenos Aires 
had recognized a formal cessation of hos- 
tilities. the spokesman said "'Argentina has 
not changed its position.” 

Diplomatic observers in tbe capital 
believed nevertheless that authorities, by 
going even as for as to refer to a de facto 
truce, had softeped their, stand to make more 
acceptable a. revised draft resolution on tbe 
Falklands to be presented at the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly by Argentina and 19 Latin 
American countries. 

Argentina, in a note to tbe U.N. Security 
Council, also made a fresh denunciation of 
what it termed Britain's arbitrarily maintain- 
ing a “zone of protection" around the south- 
ern Atlantic archipelago, the spokesman 
said. 

Britain has emphasized tbe right of colon- 


ized peoples to self-determination. To meet 
this point, the draft resolution mentions the 
interests of the island population, which 
should be taken into account. 

Britain and Argentina have been lobbying 
strongly for their respective positions. Both 
countries have brought islanders to New 
York to appeal in a General Assembly com- 
mittee. which will discuss the Falkland ques- 
tion. 

Argentina Monday night reiterated its 
rejection of the 1 50-mile “protection zone" 
established by Britain around the Falklands 
in the aftermath of the war. In a letter to the 
Security Council. 'Argentina's permanent 
representative to the U.N.. Carlos Muniz, 
said Britain was maintaining tension in tbe 
area by harassing Argentine fishing vessels in 
their own territorial waters. 

Diplomats said there was little doubt that 
the assembly would endorse a call for new 
negotiations between Britain and Argentina, 
and the main question was by how wide a 
margin in the voting, which is expected to 
take place Thursday. 


U.K. ships carried N-arms 


LONDON, Nov. 2 (AP) — Several Brit- 
ish warship6 deployed in the 74-day conflict 
with Argentina over the Falkland Islands 
last spring carried nuclear weapons. The 
Guardian newspaper reported Tuesday. 

The liberal daily quoted defense sources 
as saying there was no doubt that many of 
the Royal Navy frigates sent to the South 
Atlantic carried live nuclear depth charges, 
a common practice for warships on opera- 
tional patrol Car away from supply bases. 

A Defense Ministry spokesman declined 
comment on tbe report. “ It is the policy of 
tbe British government neither to confirm 
nor deny existence or location of nuclear 
weapons, " be said. 

However, The Guardian said Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher and Defense 
Secretary John Nott were expected to ans-' 
wer questions in tbe House of Commons 
Thursday on whether live nuclear devices - 
were taken to the war zone. 

The paper said. tbe nuclear depth charges 


were apparently collected by a navy ship to 
take them out of the Falklands zone after a 
British submarine sank the Argentine 
cruiser, Gen. Belgrano, May 2, tbe first 
naval engagement in the conflict. 

The Guardian said that a three-day 
attempt to keep the British destroyer Shef- 
field afloat after it had been bit by an Argen- 
tine Exocet missile May 4 concentrated on 
saving tbe nuclear depth charges she was 
carrying. Tbe crippled Sheffield sank May 7. 

Indications that some British task force 
ships carried the fully charged nuclear 
devices came last week when the letters of 
Royal Navy Lt. David Tinker, killed aboard 
the cruiser Glamorgan off the Falklands' 
were published. 

Tinker claimed he saw a dummy nuclear 
depth charge used for training aboard a 
British support ship, The Fort Austin. The 
Guardian said The Fort Austin may have 
been used to collect the nuclear devices to 
take them to safety. 


Papandreou arrives in Bucharest 


BUCHAREST, Nov. I (Agencies) — 
Greek Prime Minister Andreas Papandreou 
arrived here Tuesday for a two-day official 
visit to Romania.. Diplomatic sources said 
Balkan issues, tbe Middle East and bilateral ", 
relations will be ai the center of his talks with ; 
President Nicolae Ceaucescu and Prime . 
Minister Constantin Dascalescu. 

Romania told Greece earlier this year it 
could not pay in currency its S75 million debt 
on imports from Greece, and Greek press 
reports said the two countries agreed to settle, 
the matter on a barter basis. Making the Bal- 
kans a nuclear-free zone is a'polfcy aim of 
Papandreotfs Socialist government. Presi- 
dent Ceausescu strongly endorsed the idea 
when he came to Athens in May. 

A month later, Papandreou told journalists 
in Bulgaria that it was not a decision that 
could be taken lightly since Greece' s security 
was at stake. However, diplomats said that 


Greece, which believes the Americans store 
nuclear warheads at t heir military bas es here, 
■ is still actively inste rested in making the Bat 
kans nuclear-free . 

Papandreou, whose government is seeking 
to smoothen its tense relations with Turkey, 
is likely to brief Ceausescu on the latest dip- 
lomatic developments. Romania has a sound 
relationship with the military gove rnm ent in 
Ankara. On the Middle East, diplomatic 
sources noted that both countries have a 
. potential role as mediators. 

Romania is the only Warsaw Pact: country 
to maintain full diplomatic relations with 
Israel, white Greece' has by far the closest ties 
with the Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO) of any member of the European 
Community or NATO, PLO leader Yasser 
..Arafat visited Bucharest this month, and 
PLO sources have said he may come to 
Greece soon. 


Poles chant for Walesa’s release 


WARSAW. Nov. 2 (AP) — Thousands of 
Poles chanting “free Lech Walesa" and 
“bring back Solidarity" staged a noisy - 
demonstration in Gdansk, but dispersed 
without violence, official sources said Tues- 
day. 

The sources in the Baltic port city said 
police kept in the background during the 
bo urs- long demonstration outside the Lenin - 
Shipyards where Solidarity was formed due- " 
ing August 1980- strikes and workers pro- ■ 
tested tbe banning of Solidarity lastmontb. .

Fowazki Cemetery, especially 
near a makeshift memorial to thousands of 
Polish officers executed in the Katyn forest of 
what is now the Soviet Union during World 
War II. 


2 aides fired 
in Romania 

BUCHAREST. Nov. 2 (AFP) - Tun 
cabinet ministers have been relieved of their 
posts here and two others elevated to depot) 
prime minister in a governmental reshuffle 
by the executive committee of the Romanian 
Communist Party, the Aecrpress news 
agency reported. 

Removed from office were Deputy Prime 
Minister Gbeorghc Stoica and president of 
the state planning committee. Mfliao Dw- 
rescu. who also has ministerial rank. Dnh- 
Tescu. who was removed for health reasons 
was replaced by Stefan Birlca. while Stein 
will retain his post as secretary of tbe pams 
central committee. 

The executive committee named two new 
deputy prime ministers. Ion Torn and loo 
Nicolae. Nicolae had previously been secret- 
ary of state for foreign trade. The repfew- 
ments appeared to be tied to the Romania's 
present economic difficulties, observers said 
here. 

Earlier reshuffle last May. in which Prim? 
Minister Die Verdet was replaced by Con- 
stantin Dascalescu. was followed in October 
by a purge within the party. 

Pakistanis escort 
Smith out of market 

LANDI KOTAL. Pakistan. Nov. 2 (AP) 
— U.S. Attorney General William French 
Smith Tuesday paid a visit to Pakistan's me# 
famous drugs bazaar, but was escorted out 
within minutes after Pakistani officials said 
they feared for his safety. 

Accompanied by senior drug enforcement 
agency officials. Smith descended a sharp 
flight of steps into the covered bazar that is 
notorious foe its stalls selling hashish . opium 
and heroin. 

Smith, who wore a flack jacket under his 
raincoat, stopped at shops displaying guns. 
Russian-made crokery. watches, and soap — * 
items smuggled into Pakistan from Afghanis- 
tan. just a few kilometers west of the Kbybcr 
Pass. 

Smith was ushered out by Pakistani offi- 
cials who objected to his seeing the opium 
dens that normally do a brisk business. 'Tin 
sorry but we can’t guarantee your safety." 
said Jam shit Bukhin, home secretary of 
North-West Frontier Province (NWFP)- ft 
was not immediately dear if there was any 
immediate threat to Smith's life, but he 
quickly turned about and emerged into the 
bright sunshine declaring he found the trip 
“fascinating." ■ 

Smith, who arrived Monday in Pakistan- 
came here specifically to guage the extent on 
this country’s drug problems. Pakistan new 
accounts for nearly 70 percent of all heroin 
reaching the United States and Smith said 
Washington is “doing everything it can to 
stop the drug trafficking." 

_ Two days prior to his visit, nar cotics offi- 
cials announced that heroin seizures in Pakis- 
tan so far this year had already exceeded the 
one-ton mark, a world record.
